“Tho Miantonomah 18 a now ship, baving been
Jonly comwpieted Inst automn, and her present voyage
A8 mmuly designed to test hor seagoing qualitios. By
those on board tho trinl appears 10 be regarded as a
gﬂﬂoct sucocss, She has come hither irom New

ork, having eallod at Halifux and at 85t John's,
Neoewlonndiand ; and from the Inst port she has made
the voyage in ten day s ten hours, Crosung the Bay
ol ¥undy, she encountered weather which, jwithont
amounting to a gule, was coustdered vory bostarous,
but she rode through it easly, On the voyage to

neeustown the indicator marked no greater rolling

an seven dogrees, whale two degrees is stated to be
the avernge, Her pudale-wheel consoits, on the other
hand, rolled {o a maximum of eighteen degrecs and
twenty-tour dogrees respectively, The speed she at-
tained was respectable, and, considering _hesr build,
ruther surprising, When leaving 8t. John's she
drew fifteen feet ten ineles water, having on board
three Lundred and fifty tons ol coal in her bunkers,
thirty tons in a crib en deck and aboat twenty tons
in bags in the turrets. ‘'Waith this quantity on board
gconomy wus cousidered pecessary. Her motive
power consists of four engines, dnving twin sorows,
whicu are brass, four-bladea, of twelve feet diameter,
and ol a praduated pitch with o mean of elghteen.

The
Intest] volume of this kind is entitled “‘Four
Yeare in the Saddle,” by Colonel Harry Gilmaor,
publistied by the Lovgman Brothers, As a
partizan of the Moshy stripe, “‘Harry Gilmor"
enjosed considerable notoriety North and South
during the war, At its outbreak he was reé.
gldive In Baltimore, snd having recrmted a
aquad of Moryland Kebels, erossed into the n-
surgent lines, He made numerons raids, and
though generplly succegsful, was at length
captiied, When Early suddenly advanced upon
Washington in the summer of 1504, and fouzht
the battle of Monoeacy, it was Gllmor's band
who, circling round Baittmore, destroved the
mallroad leading to I’h‘.l.ulvll[nh’fu, and made
prisoners of General Fraoklin aod gseveral
others. After receiving a Rebel vommission of
Major in 1863, he was sent to wateh the Federal

ogsition ot Winchester., While proeeeding

hence e encouotered Belle Boyd, and glves
us the following ehimpse of the Martinsborg

When, after Genernl Hunter's retumn, in 1864,
from Staunton and other points down in the
heart of old Virginmie, the Insurgenta burned
Chambersburg in relutiation, as they said, for
“Hunter's atroeities,” Gilmor took a hand in
the work of aestrunction. We guote:—

1 took .two men with me to fire & fine brick
dwolling, beantiiully sltnated on an eminence north-
wost ol the town. Dismonnting, 1 went in, and
told the lady who came to the door that [ was there
to porform the extremely vnplentant duty of burn.
Ing bor house, which 1 much reprotted ; that we were
obliged Lo resort to such extrenie mensured in order
to prevent or cheek the terrible devastation com-
mitied by such mon ns General Hunter,

Gilmor being hungry, decided to feast upon
some “‘rations” in the howr~ helore burning it,
aud while doing s0 entere ' cunversation
with the lndy owner:—

I asked hor the nams of her husband, .
“Colonel Boyd, of the Union Army."’
nel Doyd, o
sarne, kir '
destroyed.”
1 now undorstood why she liad not pleaded for it.
The rendoer will recollect that this officer has been
slready montioned as opolating in the Valloy. He
had ever been kind and leniont to the ¢itizens, mon,
womoen, and ehudren, warriug only againss men in
arm#, Ihe [net o1 hier being the wife of Colonel
Boyd decided me at once. I told her that I knew
her husband, and hnd fooght against han for two
years in the Valley of Virgius ; that he had ganed a
high roputation among the citizens tor kinduoess and
gentlemanly conduct; that while we were thore for
the purpose of punishing vandalism, we were ready
and soxious to repay acts ol kindness done to our
people, who, when uoprotectod, had beem ¢xposed
by the fortunes of war to the merey of harsh tecat-
ment of our foes, I tod her that her bouss should
not be burped, blame moe for 1t who would, and 1that
I would leave p guard tor hor proteci.on fali all wore
pone. She seomod o be completely overwhelmed,
s thoueh she did notl compieliend what Isaid; but
when 1 assurod her apgain that nesther her house,
nor anything that belonged to her, should be mo-
lested, her gratitude knew uo bounds, I'o tho pleket
near by the house she altorwards sent buakets filled
with nlce eatables, hot coffie, aud a8 mueh wioe as
they desired,

Gilmor was finally captured by Sheridan's
lroullm. in the spring of 1565, just betore the
final collapse. He rhus alludes to his capture:—

My cousin, H— G——, was in bed with me, when
the door suddenly openod, and five moen entered
with drawn pistols, and, although dressed as Cons
federates, 1 saw at a glance woat they were, But it
whak too Iale for a fient, for they hau seized my pis-
tols, lylng on 8 chair under my umiorm, ‘‘Are you
Colenel Gilmor?” said one ol them, I did not
answer at first; I was glancaing round to see it there
was any chance of eseape My wmttention was
artested by feeling the muzzle of a platol against my
bead and hearing the question repeated.  “*Yes; and
who, in the devil's name, are you?"' “Major Young,
ol General Sheridan’s stafl.”” “All right, 1sup-

e8¢ you want me to go with yon?" “l shal be
En[-py to have your sompuny to Winchester, as
Genergl Bheridan wishes to consualt you about some
important military afluirs.”
